emphysema patient .suffer¬ 
ing from the smoke. A visi¬ 
tor from Pennsylvania with 
extensive Scout experience 
(help the Red Cross volun¬ 
teers in many ways ... si¬ 
ting up food tables, entcr- 
taising children, getting 
cots and blankets set up for 
those who eould sleep, help¬ 
ing make coffee. 

Despite their anxiety, eva¬ 
cuees were cheerful and 
helpful. All e.xpressed deep 
appreciation for the work of 
the firefighters, a.nd to the 
volunteers who were trying 
to make their long wait 
more bearable. Some des¬ 
cribed vheir experiences, and 
their feciings, to raidio a.nd 
TV new.smen and reporters. 
Many came in to the small 
office serving as an infor¬ 
mation center to express 
their gratitude.

(FEPC) the right to enforce 
and implement this act. If 
passed and signed by the 
Governor, this measure
